Election D»y In Giecce. 


Election day is an exciting one in 


Greece. The last ono was especially so 
in Athens. ' The people were to vote for 
members of parliament 
The election 


occurs every four years 
Foi n week 


previous to the polling all the men and 
boys were parading the streets, headed 
by a band The Greeks are blessed with 
most powerful lungs, and their shouts of 
"Vivat" failly drowned the braying of 
the donkeys. 
The interest was BO in- 


tense that the young children shared it, 
and au American lady, passing a'"mite 
of n boy" on the street, who was escort- 
ing a little girl home from school, gal- 
lantly carrying her books, heard him 
ask her if she had. a vote! 


The voting takes place in the churches 


on Sunday, consequently the customary 
service is dispensed with. In the church 
to which an American gentleman suc- 
ceeded in finding access there were 
ranged round the church forty-two 
boxes, that being the number of the 
candidates. 


These boxes were something the shape 


of ft tea box, one half painted white, 
with "Yes" on it, and the other half 
black, with "No" on it. 


Tin tubes projected from the fiont 


outward. Looking through these tubes 
one could see that the boxes were divided 
into two compartments. Beside each 
box stood a representative of the candi- 
date, and over the box appeared the 
candidate's picture. 
Each voter, as he 


entered the church, had his name and 
address registered, and a check given 
him. Tho above mentioned representa- 
tive then gave the voter a bullet, or 
vote, mn-"1' of lead. 


Formerly the dishonest voter would 


slip another bullet up his coat sleeve, 
and as he raised his arm to the tube the 
bullet would roll down, and two votes 
instead of one be cast; but the repre- 
sentative now watches to prevent cheat- 
ing. Negative votes as well as affirma- 
tive must also be cast; that is, if a voter 
objects to a candidate, he must cast a 
negative bullet. The voter, of course, 
casts one vote at each box, or forty-two 
in all.—Cor. Youth's Companion.

CAN fVE MAKE IT KAIN? 


General R. G. Dyrenforth, a scientist 


of some note, has been making experi- 
ments iu the rain-producing business 
under the auspices of the Department of 
Agriculture. 
The amount appropriated 


by Congress for the experiments was 
only 1^9,000, and this was expended in 
the arid region of Texas. General Dyren- 
forth, in an article under the above head 
in (lie North American Review, describes 
the method of* proceedure of the expedi- 
tion and the result of three experiments. 
The ilrst was ou the 9th of August at 
Midland, a small stalion on the Texas & 
Pacific Railway, situated on the Staked 
Plains of Texas. The weather was clear 
and the barometer stood at its nonna 
height at 7 p. M. on the 9th. 
At uoon on 


the 10th clouds began to gather directly 
over the ranch where the experiments 
were conducted, and during the after 
noon aucl evening a very heavy rain fel 
—nearly two inches—transforming the 
roadways into rushing torrents, and ever; 
hollow of the prairie into a small lake. 


The next important operation was or 


August 18th. The morning dawned clea 
and beautiful, and neither the appear- 
ance of the atmosphere nor the reading 
of the instruments gave indication o 
alight but the fairest weather. 
Late in 


the afternoon heavy clouds gathered nu 
the operators at the ground batteric 
were forced to run for shelter through 
drenching rain, which fell in torrunts fo 
two and a half hours over the entir 
southern and eastern portion of Andrew 
county and most of Midland county, an 
the counties to the south nnd west of i 


The flnal operation of the experiment 


was begun at 11 A. M. on the 25th o 
August. 
The sky was clear, except fo 


a very few light scattered 
cuinulu 


clouds, which were estimated by 
movements of balloons to bo at a liei 
of two and n half miles. 
Seven balloon 


were sent up and exploded at a height 
of one thousand feet, but the larger bal 
loons were exploded at altitudes of from 
one to three miles. 
At lip. M. firin 


ceased,'and at 3 A. M. heavy rolling thun 
dor was heard, and an hour later raiu be 
gan to fall iu torrents, and the countr; 
over mauy hundred square miles rcceivei 
the most thorough watering it had hni 
for three years. 


In the opinion of Geueral Dyrenfort 


the experiments clearly demonstrate tha 
concussions from 
explosions exert 


marked effect upon the atmospheric con 
ditions in producing or occasioning- raiu 
fall; and tnat when the atmosphere is i 
a "threatening" condition—which is fre 
quently the case in most arid region? 
without any rain resulting—rain can b 
caused to fall almost immediately b 
jarring together the particles of moistur 
•which hang in suspension in the ail 
This result was repeatedly effected dur 
ing tha operations, the drops sometime 
commencing to fall within twelve second 
from the moment of the initial explo 
sion. 


Altogether, considering the great dil 


tlculties under which they labored, th 
results of their first experiments were ex 
ceedingly gratifying and encouraging ti 
the advocates of tho tlieory that rain en 
be produced at will by artificial means

A Monument to tlie Hero Unveiled With 


Imposing Ceremonies.

CHICAGO, October?.—Undera leaden sky

An 10 at pert Explains Bow Easy It Is to 


Toll Chalk from Cheese. 


A profession -which is an old and hon- 


ored one, but which has not received 
distinguished recognition nntil recently, 
is that of handwriting expert. 
This 


kind of testimony now carries much 
more weight with judge and jurymen 
than it did some years ago, by the man- 
ner in which the testimony is given. 
Tho expert nowadays does not ask the 
court and jury to accept his private 
opinion iia to the genuineness of a signa- 
ture, but produces such proofs of the 
reasons which have made him reach the 
conclusion by means of diagrams, photo- 
graphs, etc., as to leave no doubt in their 
minds. 


"Every person," eaid Mr. D. T. Ames, 


the famous handwriting expert the other 
day, "has peculiar characteristics, and 
no two handwritings are exactly alike. 
Personalities enter as much into a man's 
penmanship as in his daily intercourse 
with friends or acquaintances. 
The 


forger, for instance, cannot know his 
own habits or control his own hand so 
as to set it aside entirely at will. Mere 
will power can have little effect on the 
formation of letters, and even, although 
he may try, the skillful forger cannot 
wholly hide his own 
individuality, 


Forgeries are more frequently confined 
to a single signature. 


"The forger has the advantage of hav- 


ing before him a copy upon which he 
may practice until he has attained enough 
skill to reproduce it, or he may make use 
of the various mechanical means for se- 
curing a correct outline by which he will 
be guided in reproducing his copy. 
Where the former method is employed 
there is usually a fatal lack of accuracy 
as to form. The other method usually 
leaves signs of the slow and hesitating 
movement required for carefully follow-, 
ing an outline, also several retouches of 
the shaded lines, which when examined 
under a microscope are at once apparent. 
Forgeries thus made may generally be 
demonstrated from the very character of 
the work without any reference what- 
ever to tho general signature, 


"An amusing instance of the detection 


of this class of simulations occurred in 
my own experience some time since when 
called to a certain law office for the pur- 
pose of examining a contested will. The 
junior member of the firm took occasion 
to speak disparagingly of expert exami- 
nations of writing, saying that a clerk 
of his could copy his own signature so 
closely that he was unable himself to de- 
tect the difference, nor did he believe 
that any expert could do so. I had never 
seen the writing of the lawyer or that of 
his clerk. After a few minutes the law- 
yer handed me a sheet of legal cap cov- 
ered from top to bottom with his name, 
remarking that a portion of the sig- 
natures had been written by himself and 
a portion by his clerk, and reiterating 
his belief that it was beyond the power 
of an expert to determine which wero 
his tind which tho clerk's. 


"Taking the paper in my hand 1 


looked at the signatures for not more 
than one minute. 'You wrote that, that 
and that,' I said, indicating three of the 
signatures, 'and your clerk wrote the 
rest.' The lawyer admitted the correct- 
nes,1) of my answer, and exprensed great 
surprise tit its readiness and accuracy, 
and asked how I had determined it. 1 
explained that in looking down the page 
I observed that the writing of one class 
of names was entirely homogeneous. In 
its turns, shades, grace of line and all 
there was apparent a full, natural move- 
ment, while in another set there were 
hesitancy in the lines, angles in the place 
of round turns, shades varying in place 
and degree, a different slant nnd general 
want of homogeaeousness. So it was 
very easy to tell them apart."—New 
York Recorder.
